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falls from 
car, dies

A Romulus man was bru¬ 
tally pistol-whipped and a 
Westland woman was acciden¬ 
tally killed in two separate 
pre-New Years incidents in 
Romulus, police reported 
Monday. 

The Romulus resident, 
David Murphy, 33, was at¬ 
tacked in his Huron River 
drive home reportedly by two 
Inkster men he had picked up 
along the road earlier on Dec. 
30. 

Detective Jerry Champagne 
reported that Murphy picked 
up Charles Ervin, 33, and Mic¬ 
hael Dillard, 44, both of Inks¬ 
ter, the night before while 
traveling in Inkster. 

Murphy took them home 
with him, where upon the pair 
bashed his head with a 44 cal¬ 
ibre pistol, causing some se¬ 
vere factures of the face. 

The pair fled in Murphy’s 
pick-up truck and also stole his 
beeper. 

Police were contacted and 
Murphy was first taken to Her¬ 
itage Hospital in Taylor and 
later to Oakwood Hospital in 
Dearborn, because of the se¬ 
verity of his fractures. 

Both Inkster men were 
charged with armed robbery. 
Ervin also was charged with a 
felony firearm violation for 
use of the gun. They were ar¬ 
raigned in an out county court 
on New Years’ Day and or¬ 
dered held in $100,000 cash 
bond each. 

The pair face a hearing in 
the 34th District Court in Ro¬ 
mulus on Jan. 14. 

Several days earlier Trade 
Lademan, 27, of Westland, was 
accidentally killed after she 
either jumped or fell from her 
boy friend’s car as it traveled 
about 45 miles per hour in the 
area of Middlebelt and Lucas 
roads in Romulus. 

Detective Ronald Huggins 
said Ms. Lademan was in a 
passenger seat of a car oper¬ 
ated by Robert Clark, 28, of 
Westland, when she fell out of 
a 1984 Lincoln and was fatally 
injured about 10:45 p.m. Dec. 
27. 

Clark told police he tried to 
grab his girl friend as she left 
the car, but failed to reach her. 
He stopped the auto, placed 
her back in the car seat and 
drove her to Heritage Hospital 
in Taylor, where she was pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival, Hug¬ 
gins said. 

Clark reportedly has taken 
and passed a lie detector test, 
Huggins said, and thus no 
charges are pending at this 
time.

City police cars will get 
new video equipment soon

Approximately 10 of the 21 
marked Romulus Police cars 
will soon be equipped with (in 
vehicle) video cameras thanks 
to a $45,426 block grant and 
$5,000 of matching city funds, 
Police Chief Charles Kirby an¬ 
nounced Monday night. 

Kirby attended both a pub¬ 
lic hearing and council session 
on the grant issue and re¬ 
vealed the cameras are similar 
to those seen on various televi¬ 
sion shows featuring police ac¬ 
tivities nationwide. 

The videos will be used as 
teaching tools as well as court 
evidence in some cases, Kirby 
said. 

The only “string” attached 
to the grant that was issued by 
the U.S. Department of Justice, 
Office of Justice Programs and 
Bureau of Justice Assistance 
programs was that the city 
match the grant with a $5,000 
expenditure, Kirby revealed. 

The grant was used to keep 
Romulus police officers 
equipped with the latest in 
crime fighting technology, the 


chief explained. 

In other council news, at the 
urging of Mayor William 
Oakley the council approved 
the purchase of two computers 
for the city treasurer’s office 
and okayed the acceptance of 
bids for a single axle dump 
truck for the Department of 
Public Works and a snow 
broom for a DPW vehicle that 
will be used to clear sidewalks 
of snow. 

The council also tabled ac¬ 
tion on adding the name of 
Ross Investment Partners as a 
co-licensee with Wyndham 
Management Corp. at 8600 
Merriman road. 

At the request of Copncil- 
men William Wadsworth and 
William Crova, the additional 
name will be added following 
a police check of the Ross In¬ 
vestment Partners. 

Wyndham Management 
Corp. also is seeking to elimi¬ 
nate dressing rooms from the 
hotel entertainment area, to 
show that the hotel has no 
plans for topless dancing style 
entertainment in the future.

“Every youth who attended 
the night’s activities was given 
some door prize including 
Slurpees,” Moore said, “and 
many stated as they left in the 
morning, ‘we’ll be back next 
New Years Eve’.” 

Moore said he felt “it just 
couldn’t have been any better. 
We’ll also be interested in 
learning what the night’s par¬ 
ticipants tell their peers about 
the event.” 

Lewis said he was ex¬ 
tremely pleased with the cross 
section of help the pastors re- 
ceived from local police, 
school administrators, parents 
and local business owners 
“without which the night’s 
event never could have taken 
place.” 

He also was excouraged by 
the positive thoughts the 
youths expressed toward the 
end of the activity period that 
morning and the possibility of 
another New Years event the 
end of the year. 


A spraying program will be 
conducted this May in an effort 
to eradicate the gypsy moth 
problem in Romulus that to 
date has infested about 134 
trees in the area of a north/ 
south railway, 1-94 highway 
and Metro Park. 

The $40,000 treatment pro¬ 
gram (with half the cost possi¬ 
bly being picked up by the 
state) is slated for first or sec¬ 
ond week of May, David Cox, 
assistant to Mayor William 
Oakley, revealed last week. 

Cox and Community Devel¬ 
opment Director Richard 
Marsh conducted a gypsy moth 
study last fall that included 
visits to the properties of ev¬ 
eryone, who called City Hall to 
report gypsy moth infestation. 

Sixty four hours were 
logged by city workers in cate¬ 
gorizing the species and an¬ 
other 80 hours for mapping, 
coordinating and reporting to 
various governmental entities. 

Cox said 134 trees were 
identified as affected by gypsy 
moths and they were recorded 
by species and diameter. 

The survey sought to iden¬ 
tify the following: (1) how the 
insect traveled to Romulus; (2) 
the total number of Romulus 
acres that could be eligible for 
state funding and (3) the best 
route the spraying pilot could 
use to have the greatest impact 
against the infestation. 

Preliminary reports show 
that 1,713 acres in Romulus 
(adjoining 1,025 homes) may be 
eligible for the state treatment

program, Cox reported. 

The problem in Romulus is 
heavy, Cox said, because of the 
abundance of forested lands 
and availability of hardwoods 
(the moth’s favorite food). 

Carl Dollhopf, director of 
education for the Metropolitan 
Detroit Landscape Associa¬ 
tion, has been added to the 
survey team. He ironically 
grew up on a farm on Huron 
River drive, just north of Penn¬ 
sylvania, and is a retired mem¬ 
ber of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture. 

Cox appeared on the 
Mayor’s Chair TV show on Dec. 
11 to discuss the gypsy moth 
issue. Eight residents called to 
respond to the moth matter, 
Cox said. 

All the information col¬ 
lected has been directed to 
John F. Miller, program coor¬ 
dinator for the Wayne County 
Gypsy Moth Suppression Pro¬ 
gram. 

He will coordinate efforts 
with Kendra A. Anderson, 
plant pest management spe¬ 
cialist with the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Agriculture.

Book takes readers on journey to personal growth 


Writer is award-winner 

Author Iyanla (pronounced Ee-Yan-La) Vanzant has been 
hailed as among the ‘‘most dynamic African-American 
speakers in the country” by Emerge magazine. 

Vanzant has received numerous awards and accolades for 
her work. In 1992, Los Angeles Mayor Thomas Bradley named 
Oct. 21 as “Tapping the Power Within the Day” in honor of the 
workshop she presented in the city.

Iyanla Vanzant’s book about 
attaining spiritual strength 
and personal growth is avail¬ 
able at just the right time - 
early in the new year when in¬ 
dividuals’ resolutions are still 
fresh in their minds. 

One Day My Soul Just Opened 
Up: 40 Days and Nights Toward 
Spiritual Strength and Personal 
Growth is an uplifting guide to 
a journey of self-improvement 
and empowerment. 

For anyone in search of in¬ 
ner peace, Vanzant provides a 
practical, easy-to-follow pro¬ 
gram revolving around 40 fun¬ 
damental spiritual principles 
for daily living and a renewed 
sense of self. 

The author described the 
condition she once suffered 
from as “insanity: a perpetual 
state of pushing to do more, be 
better and get ahead.” Her fe¬ 
verish quest for happiness 
contaminated every attempt at 
happiness and, instead, ate 
away at her soul. 

She writes in her introduc¬ 
tion that feelings of misery, 
confusion and despair began 
to grow like an annoying 
fungus in her mind. Her think¬ 
ing was fuzzy, she snapped at 
people and she became profes¬ 
sionally aggressive and compe¬ 
tition to the point of being 
combative. 

“At the time, I didn’t realize 


what was going on. I thought I 
was having a string of bad luck. 
As I watched my life fall to 
pieces, I did what any mind¬ 
less person would do, I got to¬ 
tally ‘PO-ed’! It is called 
temporary insanity,” she recal¬ 
led. 

In response, Vanzant 
changed careers, changed 
partners, cut her hair and lost 
32 pounds. 

“I came into the one realiza¬ 
tion that continues to sustain 
me: ‘If you know who walks be¬ 
side you, you can never be 
afraid!’ I wish I knew the exact 
moment and time it happened 
because I would have had a 
party. I now believe it was in 
that instant that my soul 
opened up and the spirit of the 
Divine entered my life,” said 
Vanzant. “In writing this book, 
it is my hope to offer support 
and guidance to those who are 
‘temporarily insane.’ I’ve been 
there and I know it really is 
only temporary.” 

The book provides one prin¬ 
ciple at a time and offers en¬ 
lightening commentaries, real- 
life experiences and personal 
stories for reflection. She sug¬ 
gests that readers spend 20 
minutes each morning and 10 
minutes each evening to study 
the 40 principles and to write 
one’s comments in the journal.

“Everyone will discover the 
degree of truth that supports 
what they believe about live, 
just as I did. I guess the most 
difficult challenge we all face 
is learning to live what we be¬ 
lieve each day, all the time, un¬ 
der all circumstances,” 
Vanzant wrote. 

In the nine postulates she 
lists in the chapter on truth, 
she includes: “God is within 
you and every living thing. Our 
lives are a reflection of our 
conscious and subconscious 
choices,” and “everybody is 
born to fulfill a divine pur¬ 
pose.” The accompanying 
pages allow space for listing 
key ideas about truth and 
about how the individual ac¬ 
cepts truth as it relates to her 
and her experiences. 

As the reader progresses 
through the 40 principles, per¬ 


haps she can echo the words of 
Gemmia Vanzant, the daughter 
of the author and the writer of 
the following poem: One day, 
my soul just opened up and out 
poured all the things I’d been 
hiding and denying and living 
through that had just happened 


moments before. One day, my 
soul just opened up and 1 de¬ 
cided I was good and ready! I 
was good and ready to surrender 
my life to God.

Football is a team game but, 
out of all the positions on the 
field, the quarterback is the 
one that can least afford to 
make mistakes. 

Let’s hope that the Lions 
and Spartans both can remedy 
the problem at the quarter¬ 
back spot and play to their full 
potential in seasons to come.

A few years ago it was easy 
to put a label on a retiree. The 
individual was almost always 
65 years of age and a long-time 
employee of one company ~ 
sometimes the same firm since 
he or she graduated from high 
school or college. 

A few people retired early -- 
usually those who were inde¬ 
pendently wealthy or else too 
ill to continue to work - but 
the vast majority of workers 
kept their noses to the grind¬ 
stone until the day they re¬ 
ceived their gold watch. Then, 
they just seemed to fade away 
from the main stream. 

Not so any more! 

Company buy-outs have 
placed many teachers as well 
as office managers and factory 
workers in “premature retire¬ 
ment” Many of the early re¬ 
tirees are in their late 40s, 50s 
or early 60s when they hang up 
their hats or throw the switch 
on their computers for the last 
time. 

Thus, today we seem to have 
two kinds of retirees - the tra¬ 
ditional retirees, who have la¬ 
bored for most of their adult 
lives and have waited until the 
magic 65 to leave their place of 
employment and the “re- 
cyclees,” who seek new ca¬ 
reers and challenges after 
their early retirement. 

There seems to be more of 
the latter. In fact, many of my 
friends are busier as re¬ 
cycles than they were in the 
work force.

one of their favorite lines is “I 
don’t know how I ever had 
time for work.” 

One of the reasons for the 
hard-working re-cyclees is the 
strong work ethic that was 
prevalent in their back¬ 
grounds. The work ethic is like 
a virus - some people catch it 
and quickly shake it off, while 
others are infected with it for a 
lifetime. For them, they aren’t 
living unless they are busy 
with some endeavor or other. 

This may not be a problem 
in the future since it seems 
that the work ethic virus has 
weakened during the past few 
years and appears to be easier 
to shake off today than it was a 
decade or two ago. 

While some of my contem¬ 
poraries golf and sail during 
the summer and winter in 
Florida or Arizona, many 
others juggle several part-time 
jobs or return to their old sur¬ 
roundings as consultants. 

One of the busiest men I 
know performs karaoke in lo¬ 
cal clubs and is a sought-after 
“extra hand” by several em¬ 
ployers. Add in the many 
hours of volunteer work that 
he does and I imagine that he’s 
busier as a re- cyclee than he 


was as a full-time employee. 

Typical of re-cyclees is a wo¬ 
man who serves with me on the 
YWCA Board of Directors. Re¬ 
cently, she checked her filled 
appointment book to see 
whether she could squeeze in 
a special meeting. Luckily, the 
re- cyclee, who donates many 
hours to the work of the 
YWCA, found a spare hour or 
two that were not taken up 
with activities, and she can at¬ 
tend the meeting. Inter¬ 
estingly, it was more difficult 
for her to find spare time than 
for several of the board mem¬ 
bers women who are employed 
full-time. 

Right now I’m in limbo bet¬ 
ween retiree and re-cyclee. I 
resigned a demanding post to 
spend more time with my fam¬ 
ily, but, as evidenced here, I 
am writing a column and also 
working one day a week per¬ 
forming some of my former du¬ 
ties. So far, I’ve resisted the si¬ 
ren call of several volunteer 
opportunities and the beckon¬ 
ing of a former employer. 

I’m enjoying a slower pace 
for now, but I admit I’m itching 
for re- cycling. I’m one of those 
who is permanently infected 
with the work ethic virus and it 
looks as if there’s no cure in 
sight.

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Growthworks reconsidered 
as a necessary evil 


Growthworks gives me the creeps because 
it looks upon 16,(XX) Canton children as po¬ 
tentially “at-risk.” And because it stands to 
profit financially from convincing us that 
we’re ding-a-lings as parents. 

In a less paranoid view, Canton’s 16,000 
children are not damaged merchandise. 
America’s middle class suburbs do not pro¬ 
duce 99 percent mutant kids through mis¬ 
guided child rearing practices. It hasn’t come 
to that In reality, Canton’s 16,000 children 
will become the backbone of a great nation. 

After talking with Santomauro, it turns out 
that my ignorance of the laws of the bureau¬ 
cratic jungle led me astray and caused me to 
mistake the bureaucracy’s words for the pub¬ 
lic safety director’s. 

“I don’t believe the government is respon¬ 
sible for raising kids,” he said. “Parents are.” 

I believe this despite what Santomauro 
said on behalf of the Canton Youth Initiative 
— a 12-year-old partnership between the 
township police department, Growthworks, 
Plymouth-Canton schools, the business com¬ 
munity, and a smattering of area residents — 
that Canton’s 16,000 kids are “potentially at 
risk.” 

“This was a bad choice of words,” he said. 

The words were a bad last minute choice. 
All the director wanted to do was come up 
with a phrase to identify the bulk of the 
township’s average kids, the ones who are 
neither in trouble nor participating in sports, 
band, or other organized activities. 

I was at fault for not catching up with him 
earlier and hearing him out 

When I caught up with him this week, I 
learned that the police department’s rela¬ 


tionship with Growthworks is complicated. 

Despite the surface agreements, the de¬ 
partment and the social agency often dis¬ 
agree in private. Turns out that police offi¬ 
cers have a process to settle disputes with so¬ 
cial workers. 

I gave a different picture in a previous col¬ 
umn when I reported that at least one officer 
was privately unhappy with a Growthworks 
social worker’s New Age notions about chil¬ 
dren’s right to be protected from traditional 
parents’ discipline by superior social work¬ 
ers. 

While the story was true, the need for pri¬ 
vacy wasn’t. Santamauro informs me that 
Canton’s officers are free to speak and that 
there was no need for secrecy. 

He’s right The anonymity was my sugges¬ 
tion, not the officer that I interviewed off the 
record. I have never been frivolously denied 
any information from any Canton police offi¬ 
cer, though I have been rightfully denied in¬ 
formation that could screw up on-going crim¬ 
inal investigations. 

Canton officers can freely criticize social 
workers and the department supports offi¬ 
cers with legitimate grievances. 

But what really hit home is why the de¬ 
partment works with Growthworks. 

“It was forced on us,” said Santamauro. 

The alternative was for the township to 
work with the Wayne County Circuit Court 
system. The partnership with Growthworks 
enables the community to deal with delin¬ 
quent juveniles locally. Swamped with vio¬ 
lent offenders, the Wayne County Courts 
couldn’t deal with Canton’s minor league of¬ 
fenders. Canton offenders were getting their 
wrists slapped while the courts dealt with 
drive-by shootings and rapes. 

If this is the best that the township can get, 
then maybe Santamauro is right when he de¬ 
fends the Growthworks partnership as nec¬ 
essary. What I call a necessary evil.

Candidates’ clinic really needed 


Bring on 1998 — and the 
opening of the doors (and 
windows) that hopefully will 
give us a glimpse of what the 
turn of the century will look 
like. 

In Romulus — residents 
feel they gave Mayor William 
Oakley much of what he 
asked for in last year’s elec¬ 
tion, but not a blank check. 

He was given a four-year term as requested 
with the promise that it would help stabilize 
and strengthen the city’s administration by al¬ 
lowing Oakley and future mayor’s to hire 
strong department heads and permit them to 
take some unpopular stances and actions with¬ 
out feeling the sting of public wrath. 

Oakley admitted the first week of December 
(the usual time for department head changes) 
that he anticipated no switches at this time. 

The only pronounced change recorded 
since the election has been the major upgrad¬ 
ing of elected officials’ salaries. 

That pay scale change was attacked politi¬ 
cally by Oakley’s opponents, but the blasting 
was pretty much limited to the hike in council 
members’ salaries. No one condemned the 
salary raises for mayor, city clerk or treasurer, 
since most were far behind similar office hold¬ 
ers in other communities. 

However, payhike opponents on the council 
to date also refuse alternative uses for their 
pay increases. 

Community activists also will be searching 
out Romulus city pension programs — to see 
how they compare with those in Westland and 
Taylor. Residents in those communities have 
spoken out on what they consider to be overly 
generous pensions, particularly for part time 
employees. 

Concerned city residents also are hoping 
that Oakley and/or his department heads will 
now feel more in command and thus able to 
speak out strongly on city issues. 

All realize that Oakley has claimed for 
decades that public speaking is not his 
strength, but that should not block him from 


stating his administration’s plans in print 

Most accept the fact that Romulus will grow 
immensely in the next four years, but they 
would like to be kept abreast of these planned 
changes long before they go into effect 

They also would like to see a wider variety 
of citizens invited to join city commissions, etc. 

Many in the community would have liked to 
have been informed that a Planning Commis¬ 
sion opening was to be filled before Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works Director David Paul was 
named to fill the post formerly filled by current 
Councilman Donald Morris. 

The more outspoken agree with Council- 
woman Deborah Romak that Oakley already 
gets Paul’s views in his role as department 
head and thus obtains little other feed-back 
through the appointment 

This writer agrees with Romak on that issue, 
since wider community views are critical to 
proper city growth through 2001. This is not to 
be critical of Paul, who has a positive image 
with most in the community, but with the need 
to get more new residents with professional 
backgrounds involved in determining Romu¬ 
lus’ future. 

The city is in critical need of Welcome Wag¬ 
on and League of Women’s Voters style organi¬ 
zations, so that new residents can be properly 
introduced to the city and a hopefully non-bi- 
ased political unit can help residents under¬ 
stand public issues that come up from time to 
time on the ballot 

A third effort — a candidates’ clinic — 
should also be conducted each February or 
March, so that those residents who are consid¬ 
ering the possibility of running for school dis¬ 
trict or city offices could be offered a low cost 
class in the thrills and pitfalls of serving their 
community. 

With two school board members stepping 
down in June and another one in June 1999, 
this would be a perfect time to create such a 
class. 

Other cities in the Michigan Community 
Newspapers circulation area would be wise to 
consider the same three options.

ther Rick arrived in Romulus 
on Nov. 17. and soon after 
asked his parishioners to de¬ 
termine “where does the 
church and parish life play a 
role in my life and that of my 
family?” 

Recently Maida announced 
a stepped up plan called “Pro¬ 
ject Life” that will offer area 
residents options to both abor¬ 
tion and assisted suicide. 

Despite any future actions 
by the Michigan legislature. 
Maida said, the Catholic 
church considers assisted sui¬ 
cide (and abortions) immoral.

Community United Method¬ 
ist Church members heard an 
appeal for financial help this 
past Sunday from Robert 
Sharrard, a representative 
from Michigan Interfaith 
Council on Alcohol Problems. 

MICAP has been active in 
Lansing for the past 93 years, 
Sharrard said, and has helped 
stress the need for passage of a 
number of strict alcohol/ 
driving laws that have helped 
cut the number of alcohol/drug 
related driving deaths in past 
years. 

Sharrard is one of 36 part- 


time speakers MICAP employs 
to raise the awareness of alco¬ 
hol related problems across 
Michigan. 

Pointing out the New Years 
traffic tragedy in which a 
drunken driver killed three 
lifelong friends in a single ac¬ 
cident, Sharrard stressed the 
need for ever more toughening 
of Driving Under the Influence 
laws in the state. 

MICAP currently also is 
fighting the opening of Detroit 
casinos next year and hopes to 
make Michigan smoke free by 
the year 2000. 

Local pastor, Rev. Brad 
Lewis, reminded those in at¬ 
tendance that he is serving as 
a local contact for the effort to 
get a Detroit casino question 
back on the 1998 Michigan bal¬ 
lot. 

Lewis said it is sad to report 
that some Michigan residents 
have a hard time paying the $2 
tunnel fee to return to the U.S. 
after gambling in the Windsor 
casinos. 

An effort is being made at 
this time to gather 248,000 sig¬ 
natures of registered voters so 
that Michigan residents can 
consider the casino issue 
again this November, Lewis 
said.

Expedition challenges GM 


When thinking of comfort, think the 
Expedition. The seats are large and 
very comfy. All of the electronic bells 
and whistles in this vehicle are just 
where you would put them. 


Ford challenges General 
Motors this year in the full size 
sport-ute market with the Ex¬ 
pedition, a new model based 
on the F-Series pickup truck. It 
comes only as a four door 
wagon, and is available in two 
and four-wheel drive. 

At 204.6 inches overall, the 
Expedition is about five inches 
longer than the Tahoe and 
Yukon, 15 inches shorter than 
the Suburban, and about 16 
inches longer than the Ford 
Explorer. Seats for six are 
standard on the XLT, and an 
optional third seat gives the 
Expedition seating for up to 
nine people, which competes 
with the Suburban. 

Except for the grille, the Ex- 
pedition’s front styling is 
shared with the F-Series 
pickups. It has a swing-up lift 
gate with a window that opens 
separately. The overall look of 
this sport-ute is very sporty 
and has a personality all of its 
own. 

Expedition is longer, taller 
and wider than the Tahoe and 
Yukon, but it seems smaller 
when you are driving it. That’s 
due partly to deep side and 
rear windows and the sloping 
hood, which give the driver a 
great view of the outside 
world. 

The interior is very roomy, 
there’s ample elbow room in 
the front bucket seats and 
three adults can ride comforta¬ 
bly in the middle bench. The 
floor is nearly flat too, so no 
one straddles a hump. The op¬ 
tional third seat is uncomfort¬ 
able for most adults. There 
just is not enough leg or head 
room. The cargo area is only 
about a foot long behind the 


third seat, though the seat 
folds flat in a single motion 
and can be removed. The mid¬ 
dle seat also folds easily to cre¬ 
ate a huge cargo area. 

When thinking of comfort, 
think the Expedition. The 
seats are large and very comfy. 
All of the electronic bells and 
whistles in this vehicle are just 
where you would put them. Ev¬ 
erything is at your fingertips. 
The stereo isn’t too bad either. 
Ford did a great job on the 
color scheme too. Cloth pat¬ 
terns adorn the seats and give 
this one some added flair. 

The side doors are wide, 
and getting in and out of the 
2WD model is relatively easy. 
The 4WD versions sit up 
higher off the ground, so you 
have to hoist yourself up with 
the aid on an inside grab han¬ 
dle. All four doors have map 
pockets and two cup holders 
that pop up out of the dash and 
doors. Models with front 
buckets get a center console 
that has opened and covered 


compartments, two more cup 
holders and handy storage 
slots on the outer walls. 

Driving this vehicle was 
great. The acceleration was up 
to par, no problem merging on 
the highway. It handled like a 
dream for what I would con¬ 
sider a large vehicle. The view 
was awesome, you sit up so 
high that you can see every¬ 
thing around you at all times. 

This Expedition comes 
equipped with a 4.6 liter V-6 
engine that really moves. It is 
also surprisingly agile for a 
truck-based vehicle of its size 
and the body lean is moderate 
as long as cornering speeds 
are modest. Retail price of this 
one is $27,520 base for the 2WD 
and the Eddie Bauer edition 
4WD is $34,125 base and 
$38,000 tested. 

This newcomer feels more 
modern and refined than its 
GM competition, offers a more 
versatile 4WD system, and is 
priced competitively. Give it a 
look!

GMC thought of everything 
when designing this one.

The Sierra is built tough, I 
put it through all kinds of 
abuse, and it handled with 
grace and ease. It didn’t matter 
if I was driving on a regular 
surface street or four-wheeling 
up muddy hills, I had no prob¬ 
lem with this one and I didn’t 
get stuck once. 

When observing the exte¬ 
rior of this one, you get a good 
idea of just how solidly this 
truck is built. The sporty ap¬ 
pearance with the flared 
fenders just enhances the 
overall package. 

Just open up the doors in 
this truck (all three of them), 


and you can see all of the room 
that you’ll have once inside. 
Plenty of leg and head room, 
and even a back seat that can 
fit two or even three pas¬ 
sengers. Then hop in and look 
at all of the electronic bells 
and whistles. Sierra has it all. 
And every gizmo was power, 
the seats, the mirrors, the win¬ 
dows, locks, etc... 

Plus, as an added bonus, the 
back of the cab offered extra 
cargo space for groceries, golf 
clubs or whatever your needs 
might be. You can carry just 
about anything in the cab, in¬ 
stead of having your items roll 


around in the bed. 

For a 4x4, the interior was 
plush, not necessarily what 
one would expect for a utility 
truck. The door panels and 
seats were adorned with color¬ 
ful fabric and the comfort was 
uncompromising.

This truck offered all of 
the power you could ever need 
for everyday driving. 

The gas mileage was good, 


for your money. 

While in the interior, you 
will notice that not much has 
changed. I guess that’s a good 
thing though, because every 
control is just where you 
would put it. There is one ex¬ 
ception. In the six-speed that I 
tested, the cup holder is large 
enough to hold an extra large 
cup but gets in the way of the 
gear shifter. And the back seat 
is small, what can you expect 
from a high performance 
sports car though? 

Trunk room is at a premium, 
plenty of space for your all im¬ 
portant stuff. The stereo sound 
quality is great and the com¬ 
pact disc player doesn’t even 
skip when going over rough 
surfaces. One other thing that I 
liked was the fat manual 
shifter knob which was a plea¬ 
sure to work through the gear 
pattern. 

I spoke with Nick Wong at 
Surbuban Pontiac who told me 
that given the right season, this 
is one of his best sellers, and I 
can see why.

carry longer loads such as skis 
and surf boards with the deck 
lid shut.

Former coach picked to build Wayne football program

Floyd Carter is hoping the 
second time around will be as 
sweet as the first 

Carter, who coached his 
alma mater, Wayne Memorial, 
back in the mid- 1970s, was 
picked last week by the admin¬ 
istration to build Wayne Me¬ 
morial’s football program. 

The 54-year-old Carter will 
replace Chuck Howton, who is 
retiring after the current 
school year. 

“I am excited and enthused 
about this opportunity,” says 
Carter, after being notified 


that he is the next Wayne Me¬ 
morial head football coach. 
“Once coaching gets into your 
blood, you never can get it out. 
I’ve been coaching now for 
nearly three decades, and I 
love it. I am looking forward to 
the season and meeting with 
the kids.” 

William Hawley, Wayne Me 
morial athletic director, said 
that Carter was a “natural 
choice” to fill the vacancy. 

“He (Carter) has a tremen¬ 
dous amount of knowledge of 
the sport, knows the program 
and works very well with our 
students. 

“Floyd also has impeccable 


credentials,” Hawley contin¬ 
ued. “He loves the sport. Loves 
the kids. And he is, after all, 
part of our tradition. Who else 
but Carter?” 

A stem disciplinarian who 
believes players want and 
need discipline, Carter said 
the foundation upon which he 
will begin to build the pro¬ 
gram will be the two big “D”s - 
discipline and defense. 

“We got to rebuild our de¬ 
fense because, without it, 
you’re going to be in trouble. 
Discipline also plays a key role 
in whatever we do on and off 
the field and in our lives.” 

“I am also a strong believer 


in a good kicking game. With 
one, you can win games. With¬ 
out one, you’re in trouble. It’s 
as simple as that.” 

Carter pointed out that one 
of the reasons for his success 
with his teams at Crestwood 
(Dearborn Heights), was he for¬ 
tunately had strong kickers in 
the lineup. Among the more 
notable ones was Billy Stoyan- 
pich, (presently playing for 
Michigan State). 

Stoyanpich’s older brother, 
Pete, is also a kicking special¬ 
ist who has played in the NFL 
for the Miami Dolphins and 
Kansas City. 

“I believe in kids. And I be¬ 


lieve that you have to coach 
each and every one of them - 
from the lease-talented to the 
most talented if you want a 
successful program. There can 
be no favoritism.” 

Carter also is quick to note 
“winning isn’t everything”. 

“But, I’ll tell you, after all of 
these years, it’s far better 
than losing. Believe me.” 

A 1961 graduate of Wayne 
Memorial, Carter went on to 
play his collegiate football at 
Eastern Michigan University. 
His first coaching assignment 
was at Ypsilanti St. John

where he coached a young 
quarterback by the name of 
Bobby Sutton. 

Sutton is presently Army’s 
head football coach. 

In 1969, Carter returned to 
Wayne Memorial to teach and 
coach. He joined the coaching 
staff as a junior varsity football 
coach. Two years later, he was 
awarded the top coaching po¬ 
sition and he coached the Ze¬ 
bras football teams for the 
next 13 years. 

During his first watch as 
head coach, Carter had his 
share of victories, however, 
did not win a conference title 
in a conference dominated by 
Dearborn Fordson. 

But his teams did manage to 
win some close ones against 
natural rival, John Glenn, who 
happened to be coached at 


that time by Lloyd Carr. 

The 1975 game between Car¬ 
ter and Carr’s team was an un- 
forgettable classic. A 
defensive duel to the end, the 
game was resolved by then 
sophomore Todd DeLuca’s 37- 
yard field goal as time elapsed. 

Incidentally, DeLucas is be¬ 
ing honored this year as the 
top assistant coach in Michi¬ 
gan by the Michigan High 
School Coaches Association. 

“It was one of those memo¬ 
rable games that few who were 
there will ever forget,” Carter 
recalled. 

Carter and Carr became 
friends, a friendship that con¬ 
tinues to this day. 

In fact. Carter is quoted in a 
recent newspaper article 
about that friendship and how 
it has endured over the years. 

Carr went on to become 
head coach at the University of 
Michigan and, for the first time 
since 1934, the undefeated 
Wolverines have managed to 
win a national title by beating 
Washington State in the Rose 
Bowl, 21-16, on New Year’s Day. 

“We were all praying for 
him,” said Carter. “He is just a 


great person and coach,” Car¬ 
ter said. 

After his first tour of duty as 
Wayne’s head coach, Carter ac¬ 
cepted the responsibility of 
building Crestwood’s program 
where he coached for 11 years. 

When the opportunity sur¬ 
faced to return to Wayne, Car¬ 
ter said he didn’t hesitate. He 
accepted a position as an assis¬ 
tant coach on Howton’s staff. 

What does Carter’s wife, 
Nancy, have to say about this 
second time around stuff? 

“She is behind me 100 per¬ 
cent,” said Carter. “That’s the 
way she’s always been.” 

Nancy Carter, also an edu¬ 
cator but with the Livonia Pub¬ 
lic Schools, and Floyd have 
three children: Mark, who 
played and was a standout de¬ 
fensive back at Westland John 
Glenn, is presently attending 
Wayne State University where 
he is majoring in education. 
He is also a member of the Tar¬ 
tar football team. 

Jane, a Glenn graduate, is 
attending the University of 
Michigan- Dearborn campus, 
while Marianne, 12, is a stu¬ 
dent at Frost Middle School in 
the Wayne-Westland schools.
